The Congo (UPI) — United Na­ 
tions troops attacked Katangese 
forces at midday today and drove 
them from a roadblock between 
the Elisabethville Airport and the 
city. Katangese opened fire on 
the U.N. headquarters, and fight­ 
ing continued into the evening. 
In a second action near the air­ 
port, Indian U.N. troops cleared 
a 
Katangese 
entrenchment 
at 
bayonet point. Small arms fire 
peppered the U.N. headquarters 
building inside Elisabethville. All 
of the 90 Americans in the city 
were reported safe. 
The U.N. action came after dis­ 
closure of a Katangese military 
plan for an attack on all United 
Nations installations here today. 
(In London. Irish Gen. S e a n 
McKeown 
said 
today 
he 
had 
asked to be released on Dec. 31 
as United Nations military com­ 
mander in the Congo.) 
Early reports said at least 38 
Katangese troops were killed in 
the fighting with United Nations 
forces here today. 
Katanga Foreign Minister Evar­ 
iste Kimba said the U.N. forces 
opened fire first at 1:45 p.m. 
<6:45 a m. EST). 
Kimba told a news conference 
that the U.N. troops used "heavy 
weapons against the lightly-armed 
Katanga arm y.” 
Kimba said nine Katangese sol­ 
diers were wounded. He said he 
did not know if there were any
